The present invention is directed to a method of driving a cholesteric liquid 
crystal display device. Independent claim 1 identifies the uniquely distinct features 
driving the display in a first time period using an initial column signal and an initial row 
signal, both signals are single polarity signals having opposite polarity for each other 
and the combined initial signals produce an amplitude larger than the withstand voltage 
of the drivers and driving the display in a second time period using a column address 
signal and a row address signal, both signals being single polarity signals . The closest 
prior art, Yamakawa etal. (USPN: 6414666), Pfeifferet al. (USPN: 6717561), and Inoue 
et al. (USPN: 4776676) disclose methods of driving liquid crystal displays using column 
and row signals, either singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above 
underlined limitations obvious..
